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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Inspection  of  the  District. 

All  parts  of  the  area  have  been  frequently  vi;  ited  and  inspected 
by  me. 


Water. 

The  public  supplies  remain  the  same  and  samples  of  water  from  these  and 
private  wells  have  been  collected  and  analysed*  There  has  been  no  shortage, 
and  no  illness  has  been  traced  to  water. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  public  systems  remain  the  same  and  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

West  End.  -  This  Scheme,  a  tender  for  which  has  been  accepted 
had  to  be  postponed  owing  to  the  war.  There  have  been  difficulties 
in  the  Thornhill  portion  of  this  parish  due  to  overflowing  cesspools 
and  I  am  afraid  this  will  continue  during  wet  weather. 

Alresi ord  -  The  public  sewer  for  this  parish  was  commenced  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  satisfactory  progress  is  being  maintained 
at  the  present  time. 


Rivers  and  Streams . 

There  has  been  no  evj.der.ee  of  any  serious  pollution.

Scarlet  Fever.. 


There  was  no  serious  outbreak.  The  )2  cases  occured  in  16 
different  villages  at  various  times  of  the  year. 


Diphtheria. 


Of  the  23  cases  notified,  <3  occured  in  the  Parish  of  Hedge  End 
the  rest  were  scattered  about  in  9  other  villages  at  various  times.  Only 
one  of  the  cases  had  been  immunised.  Anti -Toxin  is  supplied  free  by  this 
Council  and  was  administered  in  all  cases. 


Immunisation. 


Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  offered  free  to  children 
up  to  5  years  of  age,  but  only  8  children  were;  treated. 


Infantile  Paralysis . 

Of  the  4  cases  notified,  2  occured  in  the  Parish  of  Hound  and 
were  treated  at  home  making  good  recovery. 

Two  cases  occured  in  West  End,  one  child  was  admitted  to  the 
Southampton  Isolation  Hospital  where  it  died  after  a  few  days.  The  second 
case  was  an  adult  who  recovered  after  treatment  in  the  same  Hospital. 


Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

Only  one  ©ase  was  brought  to  my  notice,  an  Officer  who  was 
home  on  leave  and  who  was  ill  when  he  arrived  here.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
Victoria  Isolation  Hospital  and  made  a  good  recovery. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

These  diseases  became  notifiable  in  October,  but  only  two  of 
the  former  and  one  of  the  latter  were  notified.
